The space is so large, and the map so small, 
that the houses appear only as lines.

A CURIOUS sign of the gradual transformation 
of London is the tendency of publishers to 
' move from the City westwards. During 
the last few years several prominent firms have 
left their old quarters in Paternoster Row and its 
neighbourhood, and the West End can now claim 
as many well-known publishers as the purlieus of 
St. Paul’s. The centre of the London book- 
producing world might, in fact, now be placed 
somewhere near Charing Cross. It is to this 
region that Mr. T. Fisher Unwin, whose business 
has outgrown the capacity of his office in Pater- 
noster Square, has removed. Plis new office is 
at No. I, Adelphi Terrace, a few steps south of 
the western Strand. Adelphi Terrace is known 
to architects and antiquarians as one of the most 
interesting works of the brothers Adam. It has 
had many residents- of note — among them David 
Garrick, Topham Beauclerk, the wit, and his 
artist wife, “Lady Di.” Lord Beaconsfield is 
said by some to have been born in one of its 
houses. No. i, the future house of Mr. Unwin’s 
business, was, in the second quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, the residence of Sir Edward 
Banks, the builder of Waterloo, Southwark, and 
London Bridges. About twenty years ago it 
was occupied by the Arundel Club.
